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PARK BOND ISSUE HITS SNAG

Proposition to Submit Runs Into

Technicality of Law.

——

TWICE T00 MUCH IS ASKED

City Attorney Says the People eof
Omaha Are Not Permitted to
Vote on $100,000 Proposi-
tion at Any Time.

Tha demand of the Park board for sub-
misston of a $100.000 issue of park bonds is
up agsinst a snag. Under the law park
bonds may be lssued In the sum of $50,000
only at any one time. Twice the amount
legally permissible in msked for by the
Board of Park Commissioners, but City
Attorney Burnam says that ths peaple
eannot vote for an {ssue of §100,000 at any
one time, and, further, If such an (ssue
were voted, it would not be legal. At Its
last meeting the commissioners declded on
a 5100000 lssue and their petition that this
be submitted to the people at the fall alec-
tlon was presented to the eity council. The
petition was referred to the counclli com-
mittes of the whole.

The amended state laws specify that the
bonded indebtedness of the clty must not
exceed b per cent of the assessed valuation,
but & number of bond lssues are exclusive
of this limit. Among these are bonds for
park purposes; for the purchase or build-
ing of a clty hall, fire engine houses, gus
or electriec llght works, and subways or
viaduets, Improvement, renewal And re-
funding bonds,

The asseasad valuation of the elty s 5187«
T56,866. Five per cent of this, or the
amount placed as & limit for the bonded
indebtedness exclusive of the expected Is-
sues, s $13,785,636. The present bonded debt
within the provisions of the law is about
$6,000.000, or about ons-half as much as the
city can go in debt under ths law, acoord-
ing to tha comptroller.

WATCH FOR THE BIG SHOW

Halley's Comet on the Heaveanly Clr-
euit and Will Be Visible
Next Spring.

“If you lve until next spring yYou are
going to witness one of the most megnifi-
pent sights the heavens huve ever dis-
closed before our eyves'” sald a well known
member of the astronomical force at the
United Btates naval observatory In Wash-
ington, “Halley's comel comes only onoe
in a lifetime, and many persons are bhorm,
Hive and dle without catching a glimpse
of Its marvelous dash of fire across the
skies. It wae last sean in 1886, and few
persons now allve can say they ever wit-
nessed it.”

The astronomical world Is now on the
watch, and huge rofnﬁ'l.ln[ and reflecting
telescopes ara frained upon the hsavens
’tmm many polnts on the sarth In & common
|

effort to loeate ths eomet, which I8 ap-
proachifig the earth st a terrific rate
There |a a friendly rivarly to sea which will
be the first to plek up the comet with thelr
mirrors,

The comet In ita full refulgence i® nnt
due until 1910, but by spring 1t will probably
be near enough to be visible by naked eye
In the past it has spanned the heavens
almost from horison to horizon, covering
is much as 100 degrees of oelestinl terrd-
tory, and standing out llke a great living
thing of fire. It ls now somewhere off In
space, but not yet vialhle to astronomers
They confidently expect some one to plek
it up bafore the end of 1508, and after that
It will increass In splendor and siae 4ntil
it reaches Its poarest approach to the
earth, some time next spring, afler which
it will disappear, not to be s¢en agaln in
Reventy-five yearm

"Halley's comet has been visiting the
viclnity of the earth ever wsince M) or 00
years before Christ.” sald the astronomer
“Halley was an Engliahman, whose nama
was given to the comet because he was the
first to announce that this particular comet
came near the sarth at regular periods
once every seventy-five yYeww. He went
over the records, and by & series of com-
putations found that what had previously
been regarded as & series of different
comets was nothing more than the same

Look Into my eyes an' tell I comet, and that .this, the most magnificent

of them all, came around regularly onoe
svery seventy-five yoars. That was during
the latter part of the sightesnth century,
and Halley asnnounced that (Lhis comet
would next appesr In IES.

The
telegraph Is another facility not available
In 1835, and there was at that time nothing
like the great telescoplo lenmes of today or
the great forty-lnch refractive telescope at
Yerkes observatory, sixty miles northwest
of Chilcago.

“With all thess faocilities aztronomers will
this time work in harmony and & commit-
tee on comets was some tlme ago formed
for the purpose of reporting a plan for ob-
serving Halley's comet. This committes
reported at the final session of the As-
tronomical and Astrophyeslioal Soclety of
America, at the Yerkea observatory, on
Lake Geneva, Wia,

“A serler of telescoplo photographs will
be taken at the Lick, Yerkes, Naval and
other observatories In this country and all
the large obaervatories abroad, including
those at Berlin, Vienna, Paris and Green-
wich. We want to get & long series of
actual telescople photographs of this comet
on its comihg crulss through the heavens.
Tha comet will firet be plcked up some-
where off In space by some photographic
telescope. We think we know just about
where the cemat will make its debut, but
ean't yot mea it. The moment It Is found
the news will be flashed around the world,

**There will be no trouble seeing It with
the naked eye. It will {lluminate the
heavens, We have some early Chiness
printa representing It as a golden dragon
of the heavens, It will make a tremendous
spiash of fire. After it once comes and
goea it will ahoot away from the earth, go-
ing as far away as Neptuns, the most dis-
tant of the planets, passing all of the other
planets an routs, including Uranus, Baturn,
Jupiter and Mars,

*We have calculated that Halley's comet
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i now within the orbit of Jupiter,™ sald
tha astronomer, “'and s rushing toward the
orbit of the earth at the rate of 1,000,000
miles & day. As a faint nebulus object in
the constellation Orion It will noe doubt ba
pleked up In a few wesks. Celestial pho-
tography has It already loeated In limitiesn
space far beyond the vislon of ths most
delicate telescople research. As the comet
enters in the orbit of our solar system It
will grow brighter svery day until it be-
comes vislbls to the naked ayes—the most
spectacular object in nearly 100 years,
“Thera will be no danger of a collislon
withi tha earth., When oclosest it will be
about 20,000,000 miles away. It should bae
brighteat about next May."—Baltimore Bun,
